He gave us permission to go into the 
engine room and boiler house, and in 
doing so, was so gentlemanly and court- 
eous that we took advantage and lis 
toned most agreeably to bis replies to 
our many questions.

Members of the posse overtook the 


pursuers, however, in time to prevent in- 
iury to Lynch. The deputies leveled their 
shotguns at the heads of men who were 
trying to provoke violence and compelled 
them to surrender. Missiles of all kinds 
were showered upon the guard, but Cap- 
ain Moffett, in command of the compa- 
ny, refused to give the order to fire, and 
11 prisoners were taken to jail with in- 
juries not worsa than bruises. 


This incident intensified the feeling 


against the deputies aroused by Sunday's 
killing, and a general fight was prevented 
only with the assistance of 20 policemen. 


During the course of a heated argu- 


ment over the strike Sherman C. Patter- 
son, president of'thp local Street Itail- 
way Men's union, was stabbed in the 
neck and mortally wounded at a late 
hour last night. Patterson met a man 
named Lewis Doebler in- a saloon at the 
corner of Market and Broadway, and 
after partaking of several rounds of 
drinks they • became involved in a dis- 
cussion of the stand taken by the Tran- 
sit company's employees. They adjourn- 
ed to the sidewalk, where the argument 
was resumed. 
Edward Canty of East 


St. Louis joined in the conversation and 
took a decided stand against Patterson. 
The men finally resorted to fisticuffs. 
Canty drew a knife and stabbed Patter- 
son in the neck. Patterson was taken to 
the City hospital, where an examination 
of his wound revealed that the jugular 
vein had been perforated. Ilis death is 
momentarily expected. 
Canty was ar- 


rested. 


THE sTiGE~oF KUMASSI. 


IlritlKli Governor Sends Word Thu* 


Troop* Are on Hull' Rations. 


London, June 14.—The colonial office 


has issued the following: "The re-en- 
forcements which have already reached 
the Gold Coast comprise 100 Uoussas, 50 
from the Sierra Leone frontier police, 
200 from southern Nigeria and 700 from 
the West African frontier force, with 
Maxims and field puns. Further re-en- 
forcements which are being sent from 
Sierra Leone and northern and southern 
Nigeria will reach the Gold Coast in the 
Course of a few days. 


"The advance of the relieving force 


has been delayed by heavy rains and the 
difficulty of obtaining carriers. Accord- 
ing to the latest news, tho first detach- 
ment of the relieving force was at Beka- 
wi under Captain Hall, who had with 
him 
11,000 native 
levies. 
Lieutenant 


Colonel Carter was nt Kwisa. Captain 
Mellis at Fumsu. and Colouel Wilcox 
was at 1'hrahau on .Tune 3-J." 


The colonial office also publishes the 


following dispatch from Colouel Wilcox, 
dated 1'rahau, June V-: 


"Letter just received from the govern- 


or of the Gold Const Colony, dated Ku- 
massi, June 4, says: 'Kutnassi is garri- 
soned by TOO native troops under com- 
mand of Major Morris, who succeeded 
in entering from the north. The Euro- 
peans and all the troops are on half ra- 
tions. 
The supplies of ammunition in 


Kumassi are not sufficient to allow of 
offensive measures and must by hus- 
banded in case of re-enforeoments not 
arriving. A march to the relief. of Ku- 
massi will be met by great numbers of j 
rebels, who constructed stockades and 
put impediments in the way, such aw 
trees. There are also stockade* surround- 
ing Kumassi which afford the rebels good 
shelter. The rebels have places built up 
in the trees which are used to open lire 
from. 
" 'The health of Kumassi is good, but 


15,000 natives are actually in a state of 
destitution, and immediate assistance is 
required.' "

and issuing necessary instructions to his 
lieutenants in other and distant parts of 
the wide arena of battle.

were captured he dispatched Lord Kitch- 
ener, with all the troops that he could 
spare, to hasten south, and sent off a 
special messenger -directing Lord Methu- 
en to force his way from Heilbron to the 
main line, to join hands with Kitchener. 
They met at Vredcfort road on the even- 
ing of June 10. and then resuming their 
march reached Rheuoster the following 
day. 


This explains how it was that Lord 


Methuen lost touch with General Knox 
at Kroonstadt. 


On the 7th inst. General Methuen gain- 


ed a victory over General De Wet. took 
possession of his camp and scattered the 
Boers in flight in all directions. 


Lord Roberts' main army has also been 


hotly engaged near Pretoria.

The capital itself and Johannesburg re- 


main perfectly quiet, but action became 
necessary because General Botha had 
been drawing to himself a considerable 
force of Boers about 15 miles to the east 
on the roud toward Middleburg and 
Machndodorp, an obscure station on the 
line to Komati Poort. whither President 
Kruger has transferred the bullion and 
seat of government. 


General Botha chose his position with 


great skill, for it was unassailable in 
front, and he could thus utilize most of 
his men on his flanks. 


Adopting his usual tactics, Lord Rob- 


erts sent General French around by the 
left and General Ian Hamilton on the 
right, leaving General Pole-Carew in the 
center to move cautiously forward as the 
flanking columns thrust the Boers Lack. 


The dispatch describing the action 


breaks off at the mo?t interesting point; 
for Lord Roberts hurriedly returned to 
Pretoria to get news of General Methu- 
en's movements, leaving orders that the 
troops were to bivouac on the ground 
which they had won. Yet he did not quit 
the field until he had seen two battalions 
with what appeared to be the key to the 
Boer position practically in their grasp, 
while Poie-Carew was able to move for- 
ward and occupy at nightfall the ground 
which when the battle began had been 
held by the outposts of the Boor center. 


Unless, therefore, some uulooked for 


check to the British forces has taken 
place, the next news is very likvly to be 
that the Boers vacated their positions 
during the darkness and fled to the next 
favorable range of hills.

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SAW LINCOLN KILLED 


A MAN WHO WAS AT FORD'S THEA- 


TER ON THE FATAL NIGHT. 


H. W. LtwU Wu In the GulUry Wlira U* 


Heard the Shot Fired »nd Saw the Pir»- 
ldt>uf* He*d Drop—H« AUo Saw th« 
Flrkt Shut In tbb War. 


The Sun printed a letter from a Brook- 


lyn correspondent asking if The Sun had 
•'over heard of or from anybody who at- 
tendtd the theater in Washington on the 
night that Abraham Lincoln was shot be- 
sides those who became uioro or less well 
known by their connection with the inci- 
dents of that night." 


The Sun has received several letters from 


persons who were in Ford's theater on the 
night of Lincoln's assassination or know of 
others who were there. One of these let- 
ters said that Henry W. Lewis of S* Wol- 
cott street, Brooklyn, witnessed the mur- 
der of the president. A Sun reporter went 
to see Mr. Lewis. Mr. Lewis is 62 years 
old and somewhat feeble in health, but has 
a vigorous memory. He recalls with lively 
interest the occurrences in. Ford's theater 
on the night of April 14, 1865. In his 
younger days Mr. Lewis used to be a sea- 
man. By the time he wns 30 years old he 
had been around tho world. 
He suw the 


gold rush to California and that to Aus- 
tralia, which country he visited in 1850 
In the latter pure of the civil war Mr. 
Lewis wus .employed on the government 
transport Constitution, which plied be- 
tween Washington and thu Army of thi 
Potomac in Virginia. 


On April 14 the Constitution r.eacliod 


Washington from City Point.jwhere she 
had delivered a cargo of breadl for the 
army. She brought back part of the Ninth 
corps to Washington. When she reached 
town, the members of the crew read that 
Lincoln and Grant would attend Ford's 
theater that night. 
"I hod often seen' Lincoln," said Mr. 


Lewis, "but had never seen Grunt, and I 
proposed to several of my mates to go to 
the theater to sec Grant and the play, 'Our 
American Cousin.' We arrived at tbo 
theater just before the performance was to 
begin. There were no seats to bo hud, and 
we passed in on admission prices and stood 
up behind tbo seats in the upper gallery. 
'Wewatched the"Incidents of the night ea- 
gerly, and in tho third act of the play heard 
the pistol shot that Booth -"red. 


"Instantly there was Uiuch confusion. 


I think the excitement in the gallery was 
09 great aa that in' the other parts of the 
theater, of which -so much has been writ- 
ten. 
There was u great commotion and a 


great craning of necks. I remember dis- 
- tinotly seeing Lincoln's head drop to his 
arm. 
He was unconscious, of course, and 


no one had yet readied him. 
I also saw 


Booth jump to the stage and sink to tho 
floor on one Inee. We could tell that he 
wag saying something just before ho drag- 
ged himself «ff the stage. The noise in 
the place was that of a roar by this time. 
Those in the gallery were on their feet, 
and we could see no more. A stampcdo 
began, such as I suppose occurs ut a time 
of fire in a theater. To this day I do not 
inow how I reached tho street. I have 
tibsolutery no recollection about it and 
never had. My mates also did not remem- 
ber how they got out. All we knew was 
that we wero swept out of the place and 
found the street thronged. It was a sad 
night, and we were late in reaching our 
quarters. 


"Curiously enough, in all my work and 


on what few journeys I have made since, I 
have never met a man and never heard of 
one except the officials who were in Ford's 
theater on that night. Instead of there 
being 1,000 persons present, as The Sun's 
correspondent suggested, there must have 
been 2,500. There was standing room 
only, and it is strange that so few of those 
present have been heard from. 
For years 


tho incidents of that night came to mo 
with a sense of horror. It was a long 
time before I could shako it off." 


Mr. Lewis has another reminiscence that 


his friends have always liked to bear him 
tell. He saw tho first shot fired at the out- 
break of the civil war. 
It was in Charles- 


ton harbor on April 13, 1861, but he 
eays it was not at Fort Sumter. It was at 
the coaster Nashville at 4:30 o'clock in the 
morning. 
Mr. Lewis was tho lookout on 


the Nashville. Tho Union fleet, consisting 
of the transport Baltic and the warships 
Pawnee, Pocahontas and Harriet Lane, 
had left New York before the Nashville, 
but the Nashville passed them and arrived 
off the bar of Charleston harbor first. The 
Nashville, which belonged to a line run- 
ning boats between Charleston and New 
York regularly, and had carried arms and 
ammunition to the southerners, resembled 
the Harr\"t Lane in her size and rig, und 
when sheVT\>Toached the bar the southern- 
ers thought She was "the Harriet Lane. 
They had been-warned that 'the-'Harriet 
Lane was coming down. The famous bat- 
tery on Morris island- threw a shot at tho 
Nashville on this supposition, nnd this 
opened the hostilities in Charleston harbor. 
"The shot fell'half a mile from the Nash- 
ville. It was followed by another, which 
came within a quarter of a mile of tho ves- 
sel. Captain Murray, who commanded the 
Nashville, gave orders -at once to retire 
from the bar. To bnvo gone in would have 
been certain destruction. 


As the Nashville was leaving the bar 


the Harriet Lane hove in sight. 
Captain 


Murray didn't want tho captain of tho 
Lnne "to examine his papers, and ho shout- 
ed to his chief engineer, named Hood, to 
"shake her up." Tho captain of the Lane 
saw what was going on and fired a blank 
shot as a warning to stop. The Nashville j 
went on. The Harriet Lane swung around 
broadside on and fired a solid shot. 


"Stop her, Hood!" shouted 
Captain 


Murray to his chief engineer, and forth- 
with tho Nashville came around. 


The captain of the Harriet Lane simply 


•asked some' perfunctory 'questions, and 
both ships lay off the bar and watched not 
only tho first shot fired on Fort Sumter, 
but also tho entire bombardment of 80 
hours. On Sunday, April 14, tho day of 
the evacuation of Fort Sumter, the Nash- 
ville went Into the har.bor, nnd Mr. Lewis, 
with Captain Murray and others, rowed 
over to tho fort. The only souvenir of tho 
visit that Mr. Lewis has retained is a 
grapcshot with n dent in it thut was fired 
ngalnst Fort Sumter from ono of the robe' 
batteries in tho harbor.—Now York Sun.

CREMATION IN FRANCE. 


ABOUT BOOMS. 


A Great' Deal of Red Tape Before the 


Ceremony Is Permitted. 


It is not^ even in these days of advanced 


hygiene, difficult to die, but in France, at 
least, it appears to be not very easy to be 
cremated. In fact, if a Frenchman wishes 
to give his heirs, executors and assigns as 
much trouble as possible after he has de- 
parted this life, he could hardly do more 
than leave directions that his body should 
be disposed of in that manner. 


The following are the formalities that 


have to be gone through before his wishes 
can be carried out: 1. A request on stamp- 
ed paper for leave to have the body cre- 
mated must be addressed to the mayor of 
the commune. 
2. A certificate of death, 


also on stamped paper, must be got from 
the medical attendant. 3. This certificate 
must be countersigned by the commissioner 
of police. "4.' A further certificate certify- 
ing the certificate of the medical attendants 
must be obtained from the civil medical 
officer. 5. The next step is to go before the 
mayor armed with the various certificates 
enumerated, to obtain the authorization of 
that functionary, 6. This authorization 
having been obtained, it must be presented 
to the prefect of police, who, after counter- 
signing it, delivers three certificates for 
the removal of the body—one for the may- 
or, one for the pompes funobrcs (corre- 
sponding to undertakers) and one for the 
authorities of the Pere la Chaise cemetery. 
7. The prefecture of tho Seine must nest 
be visited to arrange as to the hotir at 
which the cremation is to take place. 8. 
Next some one must go to the burial office 
of the commune to settle the details of the 
funeral and to pay the bill. 0. On arriv- 
ing at tho • cemetery the authorization of 
the mayor and the certificate of tho prefect 
of police must bo presented to the keeper 
' in his office. 
10. After the cremation has 


been carried out tho representative of the 
deceased's family must again go to tho 
keeper's office and pay the tax of 135 franca 
(£5).—British Medical Journal.

btxim of considerable magnitude. 
•'I may cite as an Example of such u 


boom my own experience with a sawmill 
which 1 had started to build for a neigh- 
bor of mine, a man of large experience In 
the lumber business, who died suddenly, 
leaving me in possession of a half finished 
plant, of whose operation I knew absolute- 
ly nothing. On trying to sell I discovered 
thut none of the other mills in the vicinity 
had been making money for some time, 
and That it would bo impossible to find a 
purchaser for my property as it stood. 


"Well, I had capital involved and pro- 


ceeded to speculate with every cent I pos- 
sessed. 
I finished the. mill, adding plan- 


ers, lath, shingle and boxmuking machin- 
ery und an electric light plant to the orig- 
inal plans, and began running day and 
night. With tho first lumber sawed I con- 
structed a spur to the mill from the rail- 
road near by, built a large general mer 
chandise store, a blacksmith shop and o 
hotel, all of which I operated myself, and 
about 50 cottages which I rented to my 
employees. 
I also secured the establish- 


ment of a railroad, telegraph and express 
station and a postofficc, and soon bad a 
bustling little town started. I managed to 
find "some employment for every man, 
woman and child that wanted it, and iiad 
more money in circulation in the county 
than theoldest inhabitant hud ever before 
known of. To keep the mill going after 
the legitimate local demand for lumber 
was satisfied, I began to stock new yards 
in the two nearest county seats, put up a 
fence all around my ranch, and built new 
burns, corrals and sheds all over the place. 


"At the end of three mouths after the 


mill hud started running I had about fex- 
hausted my capital, but had gained a repu- 
tation that nearly sent me to the 'state 
legislature that year, and, more to my 
purpose, had received several offers to in- 
corporate or sell my business. The best 
of the offers I finally accepted, and trans- 
ferred the whole layout to a number of 
moneyed men from the state capital for a 
price that gave me a net profit of 810,000. 
- "The following summer I spent abroad. 
On my return six months later the prop- 
erty was in the hands of a receiver and it 
was sold at auction in the following year 
for 16,000."—New York Sun.

most of them no doubt freshmen like him 
self, but very likely with plenty of snpho 
mores, too, and possibly with other uppe: 
class men und graduate students 
Com 


pulsory prayers have passed out of exist 
ence, and lie rarely or never sees his own 
class all together at one tune. 
Indeed 


there is not a lecture room in Harvard col 
lege tlmt will seat all the members of thi 
present freshman class at onco. He rarely 
ever sees a group of men together in any 
classroom of whom he can be sure that al

The Simplest Way to Make Them I« by 


Contact Printing. 


Most young amateurs have an idea-that 


,t requires a great deal of skill to muko 
lantern Slides, but urn- one who can inaktt 
A good negative can soon learn how to 
make a good lantern slide. The simplest 
way is by contawt printing. Select a nega- 
iivo free from spots, scratches or pinholes. 
t must have fine detail in the shadow:: 
,nd no harsh contrasts of light und shade. 
The regulation size of u lantern slide is 3'/^ 
jy 4; so choose M negative which will still 
make u good picture if all but the portion 
included in these dimensions is blocked 
iut- Cover the part of the negative wh::-h 
s to be blocked out with needle paper, Oh 
paint it with nonactinic paint, applying it 
Go tbo glass side of the negative. The nega- 
ive is placed in a printing frame, and 
hen by a red light the slide is placed over 
he part to Ixs printed from, tho film side 
towurd the negative. 


If one has a lantern the light of which is 


suitable for printing lantern slides, cover 
the negative, open the door of the lantern, 
and then, holding the printing frame about 
15 inches from tho light, expose from 5 to 
20 seconds, according to the density of the 
plate. A plate that prints quickly will 
need but 5 or 8 seconds, but a denser plate 
will require a much longer exposure, often 
aa long as 30 seconds. 
Cover the plate as 


soon as it is printed, close the lantern, re- 
move the slide from the frame, and place 
it faco up in the developing tray. 
Turn 


the developer over it quickly, taking care 
that the whole surface of the plate is cover- 
ed immediately. Any developer that makes 
good negatives will make good lantern 
slides. A weak developer is to be prefer- 
red to one which brings out the imago 
quickly. Develop till the detail is well 
out and wash and fix the same as u nega- 
tive. 


As every imperfection in n plate is mag- 


nified many times when thrown on the 
screen, great care must be taken in the de- 
veloping, fixing, washing and drying. 
When the slides are washed enough, take a 
piece of clean surgeon's cotton und wash 
the film very gently. 
Then place it to dry 


whore no dust will settle on the surface.— 
Harper's Bound Table.

Tho medical gentlemen and experts of 
the city board of health and the fedei-nl 
quarantine officials who have ventured 
the injurious opinions which have spread 
broadcast over the world the rumor of 
the existence of the dreadful plague in 
tlu- great and healthful city of Sun Fran- 
cisco have never seen u living case of 
plague, whoiuus. some union? the physl- 
ci;uis. Mirpooiib )ia<l scientihth with whom 
1 have advised have hail personal expo- j 
Hence, and wide opportunities in observ- ' 
ing the bubonic plague when it wus rug- 
ing in Indki und elsewhere, and they all 
pronounce the suspected cases here not 
bubonic plague."

**-u in Hawaiian waters Sn 20 ye«r» until 
retently. Their home when last sseon wus 
ut K\va, and to that home they have re- 
turned, after probably getting tired of 
wlu?r«ver ulso they may httvt> gone. 
To 


look at them casually one would not at- 
tach much importance to thorn, but to 
study 
tht»ir history and 
to hear the 


tales the old gray haired natives relate, 
about mem is at once to become enthused 
with an interest that is only satisfied when 
all that can be is learned. To the majority 
of people seeing the pipi shells for the first 
time nine out of ten would call them the 
living place of the oyster, and as to the 
okupe and makumoi these same nine 
would etinply say, "Shells." 


Several natives arrived at the fish mar- 


ket from Ewa recently, bringing with them 
» small quantity of pipi and okupe. These 
they gave, to Fish Inspector Keliipio, tell- 
ing him of their sudden appearance at Kwu 
after u'very long absence. A young man 
in tho party who has lived in Kwa, all his 
life told of how he had been astonished »t 
seeing a now kind of shellfish appear tluvJ. 
Evidently they disappeared before be was 
born. 


Mr. Keliipio learned that not more than 


20 or 30 of each kind hud lieen gathered, 
us these, were all that could be found. 
With this, one of the party exhibited a 
beautiful pearl which he found at Ewa. 
Ho was rather loath to part from the others 
of its kind, thinking it just possible thut 
there might be more pearls. 


Then came the stories of how Kameha- 


mc-hu. V und chiefs bofore him hud been in 
the habit of sending down expert divers 
after the okupe, and the pipi, too, for that 
matter, to procure the precious pearls con- 
tained in some of them. 
Then an old na- 


tive, lifting ono of the pipi gently in his 
hand, broke forth with, 


"Mai noho a walaau 
O makani auanei," 


which means you must not make a noiso 
or the wind will blow. 


To explain: When the natives went fish- 


ing for tbo pipi in the olden times, they 
always kept very quiet, for it wus, and is 
yet, to some extent, their belief that by 
making u noise tho air is disturbed in some 
strange way and the wind blows. The 
water b^omes ruffled, and the pipi, accus- 
tomed to open wide their shells when ev- 
erything is culm and peaceful, ''shut up 
like a clam, "and then it is thfj hardest 
thing in the world to flnd them, for the 
outside of their sheila is so much like the 
rocks to which they cling, and the moss 
thut grows about them makes concealment 
almost complete. 


The pipi are known as"Ku iu hainauloo 


O Ewa," which convoys about the samo 
impression as tho little pieco of native po- 
etry just explained. 


Ka ia hamauleo makani, 


A pane, 


A hoka. i ka Uu. 


This is a little bit in Hawaiian, whlrh 


when translated in English means, "Keep 
your mouth shut or you won't catch any 
fish."—Hawaiian Gazette.

Of course 
it is a difficult matter to determine the ago 
of an elephant with any degree of accu- 
racy, yot it can be easily estimated on the 
basis commonly used in arriving nt the ex- 
pectancy of nil othor aniiuala. The hu- 
man, for example, attains full growth at 
the ago of 32 or 23 years. With this knowl- 
edge wo can ostimato that the average 
length of human life Is three times tho lip- 
ure at which .physical maturity is notched, 
or about (>0 years. Dealing with thu ele- 
phant on the gamo basis, I cannot estimate 
his expectancy at much over 100 years. 
Tho elephant quits growing nt tho a^c of 
85 
On tho principle accepted, therefore, 


he cannot be expected to live inoro than 
three times S5 years, or 105 yours. Wo 
huvo one olophunt known to be something 
over u hundred years old, but lie is show- 
ing his ago very decidedly, und I look for 
him to die most any time."—St. Louis 
Republic.

ing. It is in this way: 'i'lie hoy tukos tho 
rod, 
fitted with its reel and line only, to a 


water's odge free of bushes or trees, or to a 
lawn recently mowed. If tho grass is 
slightly damp, nil the bettor, as it holds 
tho line moru nearly as does the water. He 
pulls oil from tho reel enough line so thut 
tho free part shall bo onoe and a half or 
twice tho length of tho rod.

Rochester, June 14. — The semicenten- 


nial exercises of the. University of Koch- 
ester wns marked by a monster meeting 
at the Lyceum theater, at which the 
principal speakers were Governor Roo.se- 
vlt, Assistant Secretary of State Hill, a 
former president of the university; Dr. 
It. S. MacArthur of New York, lion. .1. 
Sloat Fassett of Elmirn. Mayor George 
A. Carnahan of this city and Professor 
II. L. Andrews of. Colgate univerMty. 
The speeches were mostly on themes ot 
interest particularly to the university and 
its friends, with the possible exception 
of that of tho governor and Mr. Fassett, 
which were upon broader subjects.

OSTRICH PLUCKING. 


The Process Is Xot Cruel and la Unat- 


tended by Violence. 


My attention has been called to a leaflet 


entitled "Birds," in which it is stated 
that "recently facts have como to light 
which prove that the plucking of ostrich 
plumes causes great suffering to the. birds, 
which have to be bound during the opera- 
tion to prevent their defense of them- 
selves." 


A long residence in the ostrich farming 


districts in South Africa gives me author- 
ity to say that so far as I have observed 
no suffering whatever is caused by ostrich 
plucking. 
It is to the farmer's interest to 


allow the feathers to grow the legitimate 
time, and tho plucking thereafter is easy. 
When the quill is ripe in its sheath (about 
every seven months), it must be drawn, 
or if allowed to grow an appreciable time 
it will trail and be trodden underfoot and 
will thus be rendered worthless. 


The process of plucking is simple and 


unattended by violence. 


A sack is lightly thrown over the head 


of tho bird, which is kept in camp for the 
time being, and while tho farmer holds 
the sack in place the assistants draw tho 
feathers. The sack is used because tho 
bird is restless and excitable and would 
certainly stampede or show flght if it saw 
a number of people in its vicinity. But it 
can be safely said that no cruelty is neces- 
sary, the feathers often dropping at the 
mere touch, and none is practiced. Of 
course one cannot guard against a cruel 
man, and as sheep shearing may bo irmda 
intolerable, ostrich plucking may also be 
done viciously. 


The ostrich farmer, however, is humane, 


aud if he were not it would bo unprofitable 
to pluck before the feathers have ripened. 
I have heard stories of the cruelty attend- 
ing the i)l ticking of ostriches in Cairo- 
how the feathers are cut from the body ho- 
fore the quill and sheath have hardened. 
I know nothing of this, but from a busi- 
ness point of view at least I can hardly 
credit it. Let mo affirm that in South 
Africa, the largest plumo market in tho 
world, no cruelty in ostrich plucking is 
exercised.—-Boston Transcript. 


Blase Ticket Chopper. 


"There's no funvany more in the theater 


for me," said a ticket chopper at one of the 
principal -up town east sido "L" stations 
the other day. "I used to like topo to the 
show to see tho different kinds of people 
there, but there's such a variety goes by 
mo here that the theater seems tame. From 
early in tho morning till late at night I 
see all classes of folk going about nil kinds 
of business. The last rounder at night 
has scarcely got off the train before the 
men who do their day's work by night 
como along. They're hardly out of sight 
when the earliest of tho workingmcn of 
tho day appear. 
Then come tho clerks, 


and then tho school children, and the men 
who get to tho office between 8 and 0, then 
the more prosperous ones who don't go 
down until the women shoppers begin to 
throng tho trains. The women keep it 
up all day until the first of tho people who 
work for a living begin to como home. 
That crowd starts at about 4 o'clock and 
runs till 7 and after. 
Then there's tho 


theater crowds going and coming, and 
then the rounders again, 


"So it goes. I never have to buy a news- 


•Miper; I net so many of them that arc left 
in the cars, and I hardly ever want to look 
ut them any moro than I want to go to 
the theater. 
I don't got tired of tho peo- 


ple, but I don't find any fun in looking 
for variety anywhere else, either in the pa- 
pers or at the shows."—Now York Press. 


To Clear the Complexion. 


Dandelion wine is excellent for persons 


who huvo liver trouble, and tho following 
recipe, is given for making the wine: 
Gather Ii quarts of dandelion buds; at night 
pour 4 quarts qf boiling water over thorn, 
and allow in to stnnd until morning; strain 
through a rloth; slice into it 3 lemons 
from which tho seeds have been removed, 
and add 3}A pounds of sugar. Put on the 
flit! until tho sugar Is dissolved; then pour 
into n covered jar, and let it remain for 12 
or 14 days. Strain again, pour into bottleg 
find cork when tin fermentation is com- 
plete.

tHE FINANCIAL REPRESENTATIVES 


OF NATIONS AND MONARCHS. 


Bow the Foundation of the Host Influen- 


tial UiuikliiK Bou*e In the World Was 
Laid—The JudeEgaace tit Frankfort and 
the l»o*itiou of tho Jew*. 
The city of Frankfort owes its impor- 


taiHv 10 tho Jews and chiefly to the Hoths- 
fhild family. It is one of the flm-st cltios 
In Europe and Is the richest city iu tho 
world for its imputation, although of late i 
Berlin bus tnken considerable business 
uvrav and has become tho center of inter- 
national banking relations. There are 
ctill 17-1 backs in Frankfort to a popula- 
tion of 238,000, which is ono bank to every 
1,300 Arsons. Some of the banks have it 
capital of 75,000,oOo or 60,000,000 marks. 
Several have over 50,000,000 marks. 
In- 


stitutions like the Rothschilds' have a, cap- 
ital that is practically unlimited. No one 
knows the amount. 


The Jews have obtained all this wealth 


and prominence In spite of ostracism, per- 
»tjcution und restrictions of many kinds. 
When Anselm Rothschild was born in 
Frankfort, what was known a* the Judan- 
gasse was separated from the rest of the 
city by high walls and heavy gates, which 
were shut at nightfall and kept closed un- . 
til sunrise. On Sundays they were never i 
opened. 
Goethe, who was a native of 


Frankfort, gives a graphic description of 
the .Tudengusse, with its filth and squalor 
aud,stenches, to which the nerves of its 
inhabitants had been deadened by long fa- 
miliarity with tho noisome atmosphere. 
The -walls of the Judengasse were de 
stroyed by Kleber'a army in 1790. In 1873 
the whole district was condemned as a 
nuisance by the sanitary authorities and 
cleared out, except a single row. of old 
fashioned houses which date from the fif- 
teenth century and were the homes of tho 
ancestors of rich and influential citizens. 


The ancestors of the Frankfort Jews 


came from Palestine, Turkey and Spain to 
escape persecution in the thirteenth, four- 
teenth and fifteenth centuries and became 
the serfs of the emperor of Germany, who 
accorded them protection in exchange for 
a fixed tribute which went into his private 
purse. In 1349 Charles IV, being pressed 
for funds, mortgaged his Jews to the 
municipality of Frankfort for £80,000. 
The sum was never repaid, and thus tho 
inhabitants of the Judengasso passed un- 
der the control of the city council, which 
selected iv swampy and unhealthful spot 
on the margin of the town where they 
wore obliged to resido and exacted from 
them a certain portion of their earnings 
or sold their labor at so much n month. 
Tho Jews -.vho controlled their own time 
and talent paid dearly for that privilege, 
but were shrewd enough to mako a profit 
and advance themselves, slowly but surely. 
They wero not allowed to use the side- 
walk, but were compelled to travel with 
cattle and carts in the middle of the street. 
They were compelled to wear a distinctive 
dress. . Every male Jew had a patch of 
yellow cloth upon his breast und every 
woman wore blue and white stripes. They 
were allowed only one name. 


The man who lived in 52 Judeugasse, 


which was known as "the house of the 
red shield" because of a sign over its 
doer, was called Anselm. 


The original Anselm was a dealer in old 


coins and curiosities. He luarriecl and had 
a boy who was called Mayer Anselm in 
order to distinguish him from his father. 
He was sent to a rabbi relative to be edu- 
cated, and afterward got a place in the 
bank, where ho developed remarkable 
business talent. 
When his father died, h« 


came home, took his house, his trade pros- 
pered, he became influential among his 
race, gained the respect of Christians a? 
well as Jews, and was called Anselm of 
the Bed Shield, or Vou Rothschild. 


But-bis famo was only local until he 


made tho acquaintance of Baron von 
Estroff, then landgrave of Hessn, who 
was a coin collector, and sent for Anselm 
one day to mako some purchases. When 
the latter arrived, the baron was engaged 
in a game of chess and could not bo dis- 
turbed. Tho Jew stood and watched the 
play. Tho baron was checked, it seemed, 
hopelessly, and turning to the Jew ho said: 


"Do you pluy chess?" 
"Sometimes," was tho answer. 
"What would you do if you were in my 


fix?" 


The Jew modestly pointed out a move 


which the baron accepted and followed his 
advice through tho rest of a game thai 
was soon won. After that Anselm spent 
a good deal of time playing chess with tho 
landgrave, who prided himself on his abil- 
ity to boat every one of his subjects. 
The 


baron and the coin merchant thus became 
great friends, and there wns considerable 
business between them in tho way of loans 
and discounts. It was Baron von Kslrort 
who sent 16,800 Hessian soldiers to Amer- 
ica during the war of the Revolution, to 
fighji on the British side, and received a 
large sum ~of money for their services. 
When Napoleon camo along a few years 
after, the Duron had saved of it about 
4,000,000 thalors in coin, which he took to 
Anselm and asked him to conceal for him 
so that it might escape the French army.

The French soldiers took away everything 
valuable that belonged to him, but tho 
landgrave's money was overlooked.

he could do so without being suspected 
Anselm loaded the treasure on tho back of 
a donkey and started for England, whore 
he intrusted it to his son, Kathnn, a young 
man who had gone to London a few years 
before and was doing a modest business in 
shaving notes and in the commission way. 
There the father and son quietly bought, a 
little at a time, large blocks of English, 
Austrian and German securities, which 
were depressed by tho wer. Angelm went 
back to Frankfort and there speculated 
with somo of '-tho money. It was nine 
years before the landgrave returned. 
In 


tho meantime his money had quadrupled, 
and Anselm Rothschild returned it to 
him, with intercstatSporcont, which of it- 
self amounted to £150,000, a small fortune. 
At first the landgrave declined to take, the 
interest, but Anselm of tho red shield in- 
alstecl that ho was entitled to it. It was a 
very profitable investment, for tho land- 
grave told thp •'tory all over Europe and 
mnd- his agem^*umous, so that every king 
an<* 'iiiko and little potentate who wanted 
in -r.'y sought it of the honest Ansolm, 
Wiu. became known a* "the court Jew." 


While tho Huke of Wellington wan in 


Spain the British government found it 
Imimssitilo to convey funds 10 him. An- 
wl'u undertook tho duty and succeeded In 
et me secret way In transporting u large 
ftinoun' of coin from London to tho duke's 
treasmo ohcst in tho southern part of tho 
peninsula and nutdo fin enormous profit.

Photographic Caricatures. 


To make a picture of a person apparent- 


ly standing inside a bottle, with only tho 
head showiji?, requires two negatives. 
Take a, bottle of dark glass and photo- 
graph it, placing it near enough to tho 
camera to obtain a lurgo picture of tho 
bottle. Next make a photograph of the 
person, this time placing thu subject nt 
such a distance from the camera that his 
body, as shown on the focusing gloss, ap- 
pears about the sizo of the picture of the 
bottle. A white background, or ono of a 
uniform tint, should be used for both pic- 
tures. Tho picture of tho bottle is lirst 
printed on a sheet of sensitive paper, then 
take the negative of the person photo- 
graphed, block out all the body, loaving 
only the head. For this use Gihon's 
opaqxic, Strauss' marl, or any nonactinic 
paint, and apply it to the glass side of tho 
negative. Take the paper on which thti 
picture of the bottle has been printed, 
place it on tho blocked negative in sucu a 
way that tho bead appears to be comin 
out of the neck of thu bottle. 
Thu result 


will be a picture of a person apparently 
standing insido a bottle with his head 
above the neck of the bottle. A hat, a bos, 
a tin can, a half open book, a scrap basket 
and similar objects may be photographed, 
and for n Fourth of July party one could 
use a cannon cracker, rocket, etc., in place 
of the bottle.—Harper's Round Table.

Substances In tlie Nose. 


A kernel of corn or u poo or other small 


substance gets into a child's nose, and tho 
problem is to remove it. 
Wo would sug- 


gest tho following method ns effectual in j 
accomplishing tho object desirud: Inject 
Into the froo nostril with n common wy- 
ringo'ri sironin of tepid water. Tho siiloa 
of the nostril should Uo closed around tho 
point of the syringe to prevent a rollux of 
tho water. Uso n inodcnito dogruo of forco 
nnd tho stream will mukou circuit through 
tho posterior nasal cavity and pnss out of 
tho opposite nostril, dislodging tho foreign 
substance. A moro simple method is this: 
Thu patient tnkcs n "deep breath," then 
closes tho mouth and tho free nostril and 
forces his breath through thu obstructed 
nostril. If tho child is old enough to do 
it perfectly, ho may blow out tho corn or 
pea or whatever has found a lodgment in 
tho nasiil passage.—Now York Lodger.
